The principal sowings 
of parsnip, long beet, and erange carrot, if not 
already down, should receive early attention. 

Towards the end of the month, sow a few seods 
of Waleberen cauliflower, to come in for fall and 
early winter use. 

Fiat Dutch cabbage, and curied Savoy seed, 
should also be sown at once for winter crops. 

Celery should be sown for main crops; choose 
enriched, friable soil, and mulch lightly with ma- 
nure, and water occasionally in dry weather. 

Young asparagus plantations should be mulch- 
ed between the rows, and an occasions! watering 
with salted water will be beneficial; two ounces 
of salt to a gallon of water will form « sufficient- 
ly strong solution. 

Sweet corn, summer squash, and vegetable 
marrows, may be planted at intervals of two or 
three weeks, if a constant supply of tender vege- 
tables is anticipated. 

Peas, tomatoes, &c., may be hastened to ma- 
turity by pinching out the points of the plants; 
checking growth will induce a tendency to carly 
fruiting. 

In transplanting, always paddie the roots ina 
mortar of soil and water, unless the weather is 
dull_and showery. 

Sweet potatoes may be raised to tolerable per- 
fection, even In strong, loamy soll, by throwing 
the ground into small mounds twelve or fourteen 
| inches high, and inserting the plante on the ex- 
| treme top of the mound. Plants may be ob- 
| tained in quantity by placing « few roots in a 
hotbed, and cut out the young shoots whens 
three or four inches grown; three such plants 
should be planted im a triangle on each hil!

Guard against 
currents of dry air sweeping over the plants, by 
ventilating only by the top openings. A shaded, 
moist atmosphere is most congenial to the ma- 
jority of summer flowering piaxts. 

Pelargoniums will still be flowering; pick off 
ali decayed flowers, and gradually withhold 
water as they cease growing. Save seed from the 
best varieties. They ripen seed most perfectly 
out of doors, ina full exposure to the sun. 

Camellias and Araleas may be withdrawn from 
the house as they @nish growth; plunge the pots 
in tan bark or ashes. Greenhouse plants are 
much injured by exposing the pots to san and 
wind. 

Hzarus.—Epecrises, aed similar hard-wooded 
kinds, are better in the house during the summer 
months, unless under skillful management. The 
great point is to get the growths properly hard- 
ened and fitted for thoroagh exposure; then 
they will stand the fereest sun without injury. 
In their natural habitets, they are sabject for 
months to parching sun and intense aridity. The 
nearer we can imitate natare, the more likelihvod 
of success. Young plants may te kept ine 
steady growing condition, by repotting when ne- 
cessary, and keeping them in so moist shady 
position. 

Cacti will require liberal watering while mak- 
ing growth ; see that the soll is well drained.

But we cannot perceive that the «abolition 
of Privateering would at all interfere with the 
using of our merchant vessels by the government 
les voesels of war. Already it te anderstood that 
| the Collins’ steamships are to be purchased for 
warlike purposes if necessary; and the govern- 
meat in the same manner, could buy up as many 
merchant vessels as f required. These would 
differ from privateers in being regularty enrolled 
in the navy, commanded by U. 8. officers who 
are responsible to the ¢ for their be- 
haviour, and whose first and main object wonk. be 
something else than mere buovaneering for plun- 
der. In this mode our commercial marine could

Where the great masses of the people have in- 
| telligence to see through the arts and sophistry 
lof polities! demagogers, and sirtue enough to 
despise alike their Gatteries and their invocations

Suffrage is not enly good policy, but the best 
policy—for it attaches the people to the Govern. 
ment by that participation in its decisions which 
is the strongest of ties. But, where the masses 
of the peo ple are lacking in intelligence and vir- 
tue, Universal Suffrage, in a few centuries, gene- 
rally will cut the throat gf the Government, and 
ite own too.

Now, if thislowest class is thrown out of 
the voting hody—either by a property qualifica- 
tion, a reading and writing qualification, or any 
other — ite optnions, which are generally unsound,

But, 
if thie clase be a large one, and, through univer- 
sal suffrage, it be made of as much importance, 
and perhaps more importance, than any other, its 
influence is Immediately felt in lowering both 
the intellectual and moral tone of the statesmen 
who seek to obtein ite votes.

We readily pardon « clever man some queckery 
fm the nomescisture which describes his inven 
tion, when the invention itrelf proves by ite ope- 
rations ite supreme value. And, besides, this 
tithe, which may offend the taste, does not violate 
the truth, The lock is really magical in its pro- 
cesses and infallibie in ite security. 

Everybody has beard of our American Mr. 
Hobbe’s fomous Parautoptic Lock, and ANery- 
body om this side of the pond has crowed the 
national crow over the futile endeavors all Bri- 
tain made topick it. Weeky rocketed over that, 
and McCormick's Reaping Machine, and other 
Yonkee & im our pep and in 
Fourth-of July stump speeches and orations, for 
« longtime. Mr. Hobbs became one of our in- 
sti tutions, and the fame of his lock was another 
featber ip the full wings of the American eagle. 
We would have felt injured if the Britishers had 
caught the secret of its bolts, and would per- 
bape have talked furiously of an instant war with 
Englend to wipe out the sta'n upon our national 
honor. But we were mercifully spared the grief 
end the necessity. Mr. Bull coulda’t pick the 
lock, and Mr. Jonathan crowed on victoriously. 
But now, at last, Hobbe's lock hes been picked, 
and we can still exult, and plume ourselves upon 
being a more almighty smart nation even than 
our modesty would previously allow us to give 
ourselves credit for, For what England couldn't 
do, America has done. (ur American Mr. Yale 
has picked the great Hobbs lock, and crowned 
the achievement by inventing one of his own 
which he effirms it is impossible to pick. The 
story Is told that Michael Angelo, surveying « 
badly drawn and disproportiosed figure in « fel- 
low artiet’s cartoon, drew on (he cathedral wall

MADAME LAGRANGE’S CONCERT 
Madame Lagrange and Mr. Gottschalk gave 
another concert in Philedelphia, on Tharsday 
evening, at which we were present. Mr. Gotts- 
chalks bandling of the pieno fully justified his 
achieved laurels. He is certain'y a master of his 
inetroment. We regret, of course, that his ideal 
limits biw to the display of bis marvellous power 
of instrementation, rather than to the aceomplish- 
ment yf that angust poetic effect which it le the 
office of the truest music to excite In the soul. 
It ts @ prevalent mistake with most musicians. 
Their art bes no atm beyond its own exhibition. 
Dryden sings of olf Timotheus thet his music 
« raised « mortal to the skies.” Who among our 
modern performers bas, or sims to have, the 
same power! No tinkling of plano strings how- 
ever brilliant—no intricacy of mazy meloty ring- 
ing from the restless keys—no display of mere 
executive musical capactty—can compensate for 
the Ingk of that solemn ecotacy of harmony which 
makes us forget the cause of the music in the” 
music itself—nay, more, which makes us forget 
the music in the melodions thoughts and emo 
tions the music brings. We make no special com- 
plaint of Mr. Gottechalk; he has mastership in 
hie art as far as his art goes. But we complain of 
the school to which be belongs—a schoo! q@hich 
has few dissenters, and ageinst which few utter 
any protest—whose melody is for the tickling of 
the ears and not for the touching of the heart. 

The same things might be said of the pleces 
seléeted by Madame Lagrange for the display of 
hat fiubeveice—picoes which no doubt require 
pregisety the treatment she gave them. We 
liked ber most in Mozart's « Batti-batti,”’—from 
Giovanai—whieh is smpteous music, and was 
superbly sung. The prevailing character of 
nearly all the rest was its scientific difficulty 
To surmount this difficulty—to astonish the ay- 
dience by a mere triumph of vocalization—was 
the aim, and the sim was triamphantly accom- 
plished, of course. But is it the mission of ma- 
sic merely to exhibit the capacities and capebili- 
ties and magic tones of a fine voice? Is it not 
rather the mission of the fine voice to lend all its 
powers to the exaltation and exhibition of music 
true and grand enough to be worthy of exhibi- 
tion and exaltation’! Why choose the wrong 
end of the horn? Why sserifce the art to the 
artist—the triomphs of melody to the victortes of 
vooali mation ?

tance—and in the United States, itd usefnloess 
and necessity are more apparent and disceraible 
in some respects than in other countries; for 
the defence of the land, rests not upon a neme- 
vous and expensive standing army—but almost 
eutirely upon the readiness of the people at large 
im the use of the gun.

I do not propese to enter upon « defence 
of Geld sperte properly followed, as there 
is Bo necessity among liberal and anprejudiced 
minds, but to urge the necessity of game preser- 
vation aad protection. It is amos’ palpable fact, 
that feathered game—especially the quail, wood - 
cock, mipe and ruffed grous:, (commonly 
known as the partridge aad pheasant,) are rapidly 
and sorely becoming extinct, and thie fet is 
mainly due to s crac!, recklees, careless murder 
of these noble birds oat of their proper season. 
Thetr growing scarcity, while it is admitted upos 
al! sides, has also been asevibed by rome to the 
advance of civilization, snd the up springing of 
new and large places and thoroughfares. The 
entire reverse of this is true however, for they 
follow in the tracks of man, and are found only 
after his hand bas cleared the forest, and admitted 
the sunshine upon meadows and felds of gain. 
The surest Gnding place for ruffed grouse, is in 
some woodland skirted by Gelds of wuving 
grain. 

The advance of improvements, except as they 
imerease the numbers and facilities for lusfing, 
pot-hanting vragehonds, to stroll about the woois 
and flelds, and do their con'emptidie work of 
murder, does not in the least diminish their num- 
bers. it is nothing more or less than a criminal 
disregard of the proper time to buat end kill 
this game, which canses its scarcity. Take for 
example a couple of female ruled grouse, killed 
im the intier part of April or early in May, and he 
effect upon the gumbers of the bird im the en- 
suing fall will be twenty or thirty less, for she 
lays from ten to fifteen eggs at a laying. Nor is 
this all—as the birds during the spring are wretch - 
edly poor, and their flesh, particularly after tevere 
winters, is rank and bitter, from being kept by 
deep snows from their usual food, and feeding, 
from necessity upon laurel and other uneateral 
and unwholesome esculents. 

The severity of the past winter has destroyed 
thousands of quail, im almost every section of 
ceuntry, where they abound—and the few that 
have survived, are now busy with the cures of 
nesting and incubation, and it is casy to see that 
unless they are unmolested in so doing, this 
litte favorite is im great danger of immediate 
and actual mati My ¢ is 

in the west, com>ine to mention the great de- 
struction of Unis bird, it being oftea found frosen 
to death in large flocks, upon the prairies. Indeed, 
the habit of the quail, tm gathering Im close 
circles, daring the prevalence of storms, is fre- 
quently taken advantage of by things, (mot men.) 
who pour upon them a murderous fire of slugs or 
shot, often killing entire, or decimating the 
flock. No man of ordinary humanity, mach lees 
& genuine sportsman, would thrak of shooting a 
quail, woodcoek or snipe nifing, any move than 
he would of shooting and bagging an owl, and la 
fact to bim who can only kill game sitting, my 
advice would be to either entirely abandon sport- 
ing, or learn to accomplish the busieess in a more 
sportamanlike manner. For, who is there using 
even op ordinary gun, with from an ounce to aa 
ounce-and-a-halt shot in a load, which have from 
five to eight hundred pellets to the ounce, but 
ean accomplish the daughter of some stupid, 
unwary bird, sitting upon the ground or « log. 
While on the contrary, as Herbert traly says, 
(who by the way is the be authority apon Ame- 
rican Field Sports, and to whom I am under ob- 
ligation as a naturalist, it needs to shoot well on 
the wing—* the eye of faith, the finger of instinct, 
the steady nerve, the deliberate colerity, the 
marking glance, which characterises the sports- 
man.’” 

Spring and summer shooting is ne. only de- 
structive to game, bat it is followed af « season 
which makes it « toil rather thad a pleasure to 
sportamen, for wany feasons. Woodcock sheot- 
img, by anivergal conseat in this State, commences 
legally (custom making the law where counties 
have not procured the passage of some, spccial 
act by the Legislature,» upon the firstof July; 
which, in my opinion, is much too qarly for the 
young to have attained their ful! size and weight, 
and is, moreover, the hottest, <ryest moath ia 
the year. Why this tims is selected, | never un- 
derstood, unless at this period the bird is more 
easily killed, from the fact that then (In July) 
when flushed it fies slowly, aad stupidly alights 
again often within gunshot, and may be followed 
and shot at adosen times in as many minutes. 
While tm the sutumn, after the nrowlting season 
has passed, and after the singular temporary dis- 
appearance of the woodcock frum bis sceustemed 
haunts, he is in fall vigor, will weigh ome-quarter 
more, and upon being distarbed, makes a swift, 
strong Bight to a great distance. There was for- 
merly some excellent woodcock sheeting ia the 
vicinity of the Chemung River, om the Uae of the 
Erie Railroad, in thie State, amd especially 
shooting tn this section my own experience gous 
to show that the summer Killing of this bird is 
cruel afd unsportsmanlike ; for in a day's sport 
once, in July, as | was following up a small stream 
tributary to the Chemung, and which was fringed 
with a growth of alder bushes and high weeds, in 
endeavoring to pash my way through « tangled 
mass of grass and rushes, I put up « bird; and, 
steadying myself as well as I was able tpon the 
aneven, yielding soil, I gave her « barre! as she 





did myself, not choosing to use my dogs for that 
purpose, tmagine my surprise at finding betwoen 
the legs of the one I bad killed, « young woed- 
cock, scarcely dedged, cond unhurt, bet clinging 
Graly to the lege of the parent bird! The spring, 
however, I ought to add, had been unusually 
cold and back ward that season, with a prevalence 
of cold rains and high water; bat I was fully 
convinced that I was killing game out of seasoa, 
and firmly resolved never again to bunt game 
during the summer months. 

With all game birds the facts are similar with 
regard to killing them before Aatoms—and killed 
then, they are not ealy im mach better cos- 
dition for table use, but the sport of bunting them 
in inereased ten-fold.

@errounted by the Tongoun tribe of ladians, and 
‘Ghat it is frequently visited by shaling ships, an. 
waualiy by the ships of the Company, and seldom 
@r wever by any other. And now to return to our 
Bateresting scene. 
We had been at anchor three days, the data for 
‘She harbor chart was sil on our fleld books, and 
the wert morning's unplessautly early sun was to 
gee us underway Yor the mouth of the river 
Amour. During these three days we had worked 
hard in our boats with sextant and lead line, and 
Garing the three nights still harder st the Rus- 
Mian Governor's table with baife and fork.

NATHANIEL P. BANKS. 


(Sue Ewoearine.} 

We present our readers this week with aa en- 
greving of Mr. Banks, the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, whose election was accom. 
plished after such an arduous struggle. Mr. 
Banks was born on the 1*th of January, 1416, In 
the town of Waltham, near Boston, which ts 
stilt hie reskienee. The poverty of bis family 
deprived him of any bat the most ordinary a4- | 

of education, and these were necesss- | 
rily narrowly limited, or utterly withheld, from | 
his twelfth year, when he betook himself to 
factory in his native town, therein to earn a live- 
lihood. Ata later period of bis youth, he work- 
ed asa blacksmith. He was nearly thirty yoare 
old, when, throwing aside his black emith’s apron, 
be commenced In Boston the study of the lew, 
in the office of Hon. Robert Rentoul, Jr., then 
U. 8. District Attorney for Massachusetts, and 
he was more than thirty two years old when, in 
1848, he was admitted to practice, and opened 
an office for himeeif te Boston, still residing with 
bis family at Waltham. Mr. Rantoul was pro- 
bably the ablest man in the Democratic ranks in 
New England, and Mr. Banks’ views upon many

He is now forty years old, rather below the 
medium size, with a firm, erect carriage, and an 
earnest physiognomy that seems as though it had 
been pinched and shriveled by fecing a keen 
New England March wind, Wis dark hair ie 
thickly sprinkled with gray, indicative of the 
anxieties of an active trenchant life. He ip un- 
derstood to be still im very moderate circum- 
stances. He was married some years since, and 
his wife is now with bim in Washington, though 
their children im part remain at school in their 
New England home. Contrary to the general 
tale thet “s prophet is not without honor, save 
tn his own country,” Mr. Banks has always been 
most popalar in his native town, sad there the 
lomg struggle Tor the Speahership was watched 
With the liveliest anxiety on his behalf. Whee 
the tidings of his success af length asrived, the 
belis wore rang, cannon fired, a procession form- 
od, and efi the clergymen sasembied with their 
Socks te rejoice over the success of their towns- 
orm.
